Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  District  for  the  year  1955. 

The  live  birth  rate  has  risen  from  112.7  to  13.1. 

The  death  rate  has  fallen  from  13.4  to  12.9. 

The  infantile  mortality  Rate  has  risen  from  22.02  to  25.8 
but  is  still  below  the  1953  figure  of  31.1. 

The  still  birth  rate  has  fallen  from  17.3  to  12.7. 

During  the  year  their  was  an  outbreak  of  measles  involving 
277  cases  but  there  were  no  deaths. 

W hooping  cough  accounted  for  28  cases  but  there  were 
again  no  deaths  from  this  disease. 

Five  cases  of  poliomyelitis  occurred  but  there  were  no 
deaths. 

T here  were  no  deaths  from  infantile  diarrhoea. 

Two  cases  of  food  poisoning  occurred  but  were  not  severe 
enough  to  require  hospital  treatment. 
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I he  number  of  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  fell 
from  25  to  1 1,  while  the  new  cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuber- 
culosis fell  from  7 to  2. 

Of  the  total  of  1 3 new  cases  of  tuberculosis  notified,  5 were 
cases  transferred  from  the  mainland. 

During  the  year  327  samples  of  milk  were  examined  for 
tubercle  bacilli,  and  3 were  found  to  be  positive.  In  addition 
34  of  the  samples  examined  were  found  to  be  infected  with 
brucella  abortus. 

In  considering  the  preventive  factors  in  heart  disease  one 
must  evaluate  the  causes,  so  far  as  is  known,  and  apply  such 
knowledge  to  preventive  measures. 

Heart  disease  due  to  high  blood  pressure  is  commonest  in 
middle  age  and  later,  and  there  is  very  little  difference  in 
the  sex  incidence. 

Of  all  the  known  factors  in  relation  to  the  causation  of 
heart  disease  associated  with  high  blood  pressure  heredity 
plays  perhaps  the  most  important  part. 

Often  many  members  of  one  family  in  the  course  of  a few 
generations  have  shown  various  manifestations  of  the  disease. 
As  we  are  ignorant  of  the  way  in  which  heredity  acts,  although 
we  are  sure  of  its  great  significance,  we  are  unable,  at  the 
moment  to  do  anything  about  it. 

There  is,  however,  one  factor  in  the  production  of  the 
disease  about  which  something  can  be  done.  Overeating 
and  obesity  are  frequently  associated  with  the  disease.  A 
diet  over-rich  in  food  value  during  and  after  middle  age 
is  a great  potential  danger.  Surely  here  is  one  aspect  of 
the  cause  that  can  and  should  be  controlled. 

It  is  less  easy  to  control  another  known  and  equally  potent 
cause  of  this  disease,  nervous  strain.  A life  of  high  nervous 
tension  favours  the  aggravation  if  not  its  inception.  On  the 
other  hand  physical  effort  and  constant  laborious  work  are 
probably  protective  and  not  aggravating  factors. 


Disease  of  the  coronary  arteries,  the  arteries  that  feed  the 
muscles  of  the  heart,  is  not  only  a very  frequent  and  important 
cause  of  heart  trouble  near  the  end  of  the  life  cycle,  but  it  also 
cripples  and  kills,  all  too  frequently,  in  the  prime  of  life, 
indeed  even  in  vouth.  It  is  vet)  doubtful  il  the  coronary 
disease  of  advanced  old  aye  can  ever  be  controlled  but  it  is 
not  too  much  to  expect  that  distinct  progress  will  be  made 
in  the  prevention  of  coronary  disease  in  the  young  and  middle 
aged. 

Although  heart  disease  due  to  other  causes  has  remained 
static  more  or  less,  since  1930,  the  incidence  of  coronary 
heart  disease  has  been  on  the  increase. 

The  actual  cause  of  the  disease  process  in  the  walls  of 
the  arteries  feeding  the  heart  is  not  known.  Diet,  rich  in 
animal  fats,  overwork,  high  blood  pressure,  infection,  heredity, 
etc.,  are  all  factors  which  have  been  considered  to  play 
a part. 

Certainly,  one  of  the  most  important  factors  is  stress,  as  1 
emphasised  in  the  comment  on  psychosomatic  disorders 
in  my  last  annual  report. 

It  has  been  proved  to  the  satisfaction  of  many  medical 
experts  that  there  is  a correlation  between  excessive  cigarette 
smoking  and  lung  cancer.  The  most  important  point  is 
that  smoking  should  never  commence.  Attention  therefore 
should  be  focussed  on  the  young.  If  a young  person  never 
begins  the  smoking  habit  he  w ill  newer  feel  at  a loss  without  it. 
It  is  a fact  that  very  many  children  of  school  age  smoke 
cigarettes.  This  could  and  should  be  stopped  forthwith. 

Tobacco  does  not  cause  actual  heart  disease  but  in 
susceptible  persons  it  may  cause  palpitations  and  a rapid 
heart  beat.  In  most  individuals  and  especially  those  suffering 
from  high  blood  pressure  the  blood  pressure  is  apprcciablv 
raised.  In  certain  people  with  coronary  heart  disease  the 
use  of  tobacco  has  been  known  to  precipitate  or  to  aggravate 
angina  pectoris. 


Many  of  the  medical  grounds  for  pressing  housing  priorities 
are  obvious,  such  as  open  tuberculosis,  but  priorities  attempted 
on  less  tangible  grounds  are  equally  important  and  involve, 
in  many  cases,  the  health  of  a greater  number  of  individuals. 
One  must  recognise  the  adverse  strain  which  must  arise 
where  a home  is  unwillingly  shared  and  give  weight  to  priorities 
advised  on  psychological  as  distinct  from  psychiatric  grounds. 
It  is  probably  true  to  say  that  less  damage  is  done  and  less 
priority  is  therefore  required  in  a home  which  is  overcrowded 
or  possesses  a case  of  severe  illness  but  where  there  is  also 
love,  than  in  a household  where  everyone  is  at  odds. 

Problem  families  continue  to  occupy  the  attention  of  the 
health  department.  A great  deal  of  time,  energy  and  patience 
is  devoted  to  these  cases  and  the  Council  have  been  most 
co-operative  in  the  often  very  difficult  task  of  meeting  their 
housing  needs. 

It  is  depressing  to  see  the  amount  of  neglect  of  dental 
hygiene  in  school  children,  especially  among  children  in 
their  teens.  In  a great  many  cases  the  children  admit  to 
never  brushing  their  teeth  at  all. 

I must  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Public 
Health  and  Housing  Committees,  the  Public  Health  Inspectors 
and  all  members  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  their 
help  and  co-operation  during  the  year.

WATER. 

Apart  from  some  shortage  owing  to  heavy  demand  in  camp- 
ing areas  of  Bembridge,  there  has  been  no  difficulty  with 
water  supply  in  the  area. 

PUBLIC  CON V EN I ENCES. 

Public  conveniences  art'  provided  at  Bembridge,  Brading 
and  Niton.  All  are  small  and  are  maintained  by  part-time 
attendants.  Owing  to  heavy  peak  demands  in  the  Bembridge 
conveniences,  arrangements  were  made  for  additional  visits 
to  be  made  by  the  attendants.  The  Brading  conveniences 
were  subject  to  a certain  amount  of  abuse — particularly  on 
the  occasion  of  late  night  dances  in  the  hall  adjacent. 

During  the  year  the  erection  of  public  conveniences  at 
Godshill  was  put  in  hand  but  the  premises  were  not  ready 
for  use  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  sewered  areas  of  Chillerton,  Godshill,  Niton  and 
Whitwell  have  continued  to  function  normally. 

Bembridge. 

The  Bembridge  sewerage  system  gave  rise  to  continued 
anxiety  and  further  serious  leakages  occurred  in  The  Point 
outfall.  A temporary  extension,  extending  some  70  yards 
in  the  direction  of  the  harbour  channel,  was  laid.  The 
main  outfall  at  Ethel  Point  continued  to  function  but  was 
frequently  surcharged  at  times  of  heavy  rain,  when  the  lower 
manholes  overflowed  on  to  the  highway. 

During  the  summer  months  a number  of  complaints  were 
received  of  the  discharge  of  sewage  on  to  the  foreshore  from 
the  Ethel  Point  outfall.  Investigation  showed  that  these 


complaints  were  justified,  hut  as  far  as  our  records  show,  this 
was  the  first  occasion  that  confirmation  of  such  discharge 
was  obtained. 

The  Council’s  consultants  have  prepared  a scheme  for 
closing  down  The  Point  outfall  and  diverting  all  discharge 
from  that  point  to  the  Ethel  Point  outfall.  I’hc  scheme 
was  before  the  Minister  and  a public  enquiry  was  held 
tow  ards  the  end  of  the  year. 

In  view  of  the  complaint  of  sewage  discharging  on  to  the 
foreshore,  a series  of  float  tests  were  made  before  the  enquiry 
was  held.  These  tests  confirmed  that  with  a N.-N.E.  wind 
there  was  a period  of  about  two  hours  in  each  tide  cycle 
during  which  sewage  may  wash  inshore. 

1 he  result  of  the  ministry  enquiry  had  not  been  received 
at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Brading. 

I he  obsolete  sewage  disposal  beds  at  Brading  were  put  out 
of  service  and  a complete  new  works  constructed  on  the  site. 

Apse  Heath. 

A scheme  for  the  replacement  of  the  sewage  dispersal  works 
at  Apse  Heath  was  approved  and  work  of  reconstruction 
put  in  hand. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION. 

Ehe  refuse  collection  service  continued  to  function  in  a 
satisfactory  manner.  The  service  covers  the  whole  district. 
A weekly  collection  is  given  in  Brading  and  Bembridge,  and 
a fortnightly  collection  in  all  other  parts  of  the  district.

A Sub-Committee  of  the  Public  Health  and  General 
Purposes  Committee  visited  a number  of  houses  for  considera- 
tion under  the  Slum  Clearance  Scheme  but  definite  action 
had  not  been  taken  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

One  large  house — “East  View,”  Brading — incapable  of 
being  made  fit  at  a reasonable  cost  was  purchased  by  the 
Council,  completely  reconstructed  and  converted  into  two 
separate  dwellings  each  with  two  living  rooms,  three  bed- 
rooms, bath,  and  W.C.  at  a total  cost  of  approximately 
£2,600.  Phis  action  has  saved  demolition  and  provided 
two  good  modern  houses. 

Improvement  Grants. 

During  the  year  38  applications  were  approved  and  38 
grants  were  made. 

In  no  cases  have  improvement  grants  been  applied  to 
houses  that  would  otherwise  have  been  included  in  the 
Slum  Clearance  Scheme. 

Grants  have  made  possible  the  provision  of  modern  facilities 
to  many  premises  that  would  otherwise  remain  below 
standard.

WEST  WIGHT. 

WATER. 

The  rainfall  for  the  year  was  28.13  inches,  but  the  summer 
months  were  particularly  dry,  resulting  in  an  average  water 
consumption  for  the  West  Wight  area  of  305,800  gallons 
per  day,  compared  with  an  average  consumption  for  the 
previous  year  of  286,700  gallons  per  day. 
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44  samples  of  both  treated  and  raw  water  supplies  were 
examined,  of  which  68  per  cent  were  classified  as  satisfactory. 

The  Water  Board  took  over  the  Alum  Bay  supply  from  the 
Military  Authority  during  the  year  and  several  properties 
previously  relying  upon  private  supplies  were  connected 
to  the  system. 

PUBLIC  CONVEN I ENC ES. 

Public  conveniences  are  provided  at  Freshwater  Bay, 
Freshwater,  Totland,  Colwell  and  at  Alum  Bay  (by  arrange- 
ment with  The  Needles  Hotel). 

Since  the  closing  down  of  the  British  Railways  in  the  West 
Wight  the  lavatory  accommodation  at  Freshwater  Railway 
Station  has  been  out  of  use.  These  lavatories  have  now 
been  leased  to  the  Council,  improved,  and  opened  to  the 
public. 

All  conveniences  are  well  maintained  by  a full-time 
attendant. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  sewerage  scheme  for  Shorwell  Village  is  approaching 
completion  and  it  is  expected  that  the  disposal  works  will 
be  ready  and  in  operation  early  in  1956. 

The  old  sewage  pumping  station  at  Freshwater  Bay  which 
is  operated  by  a compressed  air  pipe  line  from  the  main  pump- 
ing station  at  Freshwater,  about  1 { miles  distant,  is  now  being 
replaced  by  a new  electrically  driven  pumping  plant  which 
should  prove  more  efficient  and  economical  when  put  in 
operation  early  in  1956. 

In  Yarmouth  work  has  started  on  improvements  to  the 
combined  sewage  system  to  alleviate  Hooding  and  to  provide 
a more  suitable  point  for  discharge  into  the  Solent. 


The  sewage  How  will  be  diverted  from  the  old  outfall  at 
the  Quav  into  a new  15  inch  diameter  sewer  sea  outfall  to 
be  laid  parallel  with  Yarmouth  Pier  for  a distance  of  550  feet 
from  the  shore. 

A new  12  inch  diameter  storm  water  overflow  pipe  will 
be  laid  from  the  corner  of  St.  James’  Street  and  Tennyson 
Road  across  reclaimed  land  to  discharge  into  the  River  Yar. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION. 

There  is  a weekly  collection  of  refuse  in  the  parishes  of 
Freshwater,  Totland  and  Yarmouth,  and  a fortnightly 
collection  in  all  other  parishes  in  the  West  Wight.  Refuse 
is  deposited  by  controlled  tipping  on  the  land  reclamation 
area  on  the  east  bank  of  the  River  Yar  estuary  at  Yarmouth 
and  at  Churchill’s  Quarry.  The  increasing  popularity  of 
the  West  Wight  as  a seaside  holiday  resort  makes  a ver\ 
heavy  demand  on  this  service  during  the  summer  months.

building  costs  for  repairs  and  general  maintenance,  neither 
do  they  in  many  eases  represent  a fair  proportion  ol  the  total 
familx  income  which  should  be  allocated  for  providing  home 
and  shelter. 

Notices  served  under  the  Public  Health  Acts  and  Housing 
Acts  have  to  be  confined  to  absolute  essentials  ; anything 
more,  frequently  results  in  the  property  being  offered  to  the 
Council  bv  the  owner  at  liquidation  price. 

The  Council  advance  loans  on  mortgage  under  the  Small 
Dwellings  Acquisition  Act  and  many  prudent  wage  earners 
are  taking  advantage  of  the  favourable  terms  to  own  their 
homes.  Their  next  step  is  to  apply  for  an  improvement 
Grant  to  provide  a bathroom,  indoor  sanitation,  satisfactory 
drainage,  hot  water  supply,  electric  light  and  power,  and 
other  essentials  for  the  health,  comfort  and  well  being  of 
the  family.  32  applications  for  Improvement  Grants  were 
received  during  the  year  and  with  one  exception  grants 
up  to  31)  per  cent  of  the  approved  estimates  were  made.
